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Anatomical Obfervations of an Abfcefs in the Liver ; a great 
number of Stones in the Gall-Bag and Bilious vejfelt', an un- 
ufuat Conformation of the Emulgents and Pelvis ; ajlrange 
Conjunction of both Kidneys 5 and great dilatation of the 
Vena Cava, communicated by Edw* Tyfon A.M. and M.S. 
Oxon. 

THe Anatomic of morbid Bodies, as Dr. Harvey hath ob« 
ferved, is mod inftruftive 5 thereby we are acquainted 
rot only with the many Caufes that opprefs Nature , but 
likewife with the Liberty fhe often takes in forming the parts 
different from her ufua! Rule-, our prefent fubjeft affords 
both. For on September 14th. 1678. opening the Body of a 
Reverend and worthy Ciergy-man of this City (where were 
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prefent likewife Dr. Paget, Dr.CMtrtott, Dr.Whtie, Dr. 
Darel } &c.) weobferved the Liver to be very large and faft- 
ned to the Diaphragm more then ufually ; the Colon fo firmly 
joyned to the Liver near the Gall-Bladder, that I could not 
feparate it without Incifion. The Gibbous part of the Liver 
toward* the right fide, appeared difcoloured, where making 
an Jncifion there plentifully iffiied out a perfeft Vus y very 
fastid ; as Jikewife there did from a wound I made in itsGa- 
vons part near the FiiTure. This purulent Matter I found not 
contained in any particular Cyflis or Bag, but infeveral Sinus's 
in that part of the Liver 5 whereas the other parts Teemed 
found and well coloured. Nor did I meet with any where 
any Tubercules, Glandules, or Schirrhus. 

This Abfcefs may well be prefumed the Caufeof that lurk- 
ing Feaver that took off the Patient; he labouring under it 
about fix weeks, yet without much Complaints of ficknefs, 
but troubled with irregular heats, yet fometimes fuch as were 
inperceptible to himfelf : twice or thrice, but at great diftan- 
ces, he had paroxyfms of Chill fits like an Intermittent Fea- 
vor, but fuch a fator and drynefs in his Throat as proved ob- 
ftinate to ail Medicines. His approaching Death was attend- 
ed with other fymproms that ufually follow the affeftion ofthe 
Brain and Genus Nervoptnt. Formerly he had been often 
fubjeft to the Yellow Jaundice 5 and 'tis well worth the en- 
quiry, w,hy at prefent nothing thereof appeared ? fince the 
Gall Bladder was not only filled and crammed with Stones, but 
likewife the Meatus Cyjlicus and VuBus Communis even to 
the Duodenum t were very much extended with them, as like- 
wife in the Torus Bilarius I met with feveral fmaM ones. There 
was no fluid Gall contained in the Bladder, but fome that was 
foff, of a deep yellow Ochre colour that filled up the Inter- 
laces of theStones. Thefe Stones were of a various bigoefs, 
from that of a large Nut,or Nutmeg, to a Pepper corn: their co- 
lour was of a darkiffr yellow Ochre, although in fome there ap- 
peared Lamina of a browner colour: to the touch,when a little 
dry,they feemed foapy ; their weight was light s and their fcent 
very fetid, refembling that ofthe purulent matter in the Li- 
ver. Their confidence was friable; their figure for the mofl: 
part Triangular, or inclining to that figure, but all Angu- 
lar j that fide towards the Gall Bag was protuberant and con- 
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vex, the other two fides were fiat jfo that having the Ieffer Angle 
towards the Center of the Cavity of the Gall Bag, I i ke fo many 
wedges, they more coinpleady filled it : I numbred I think 
above thirty. 

Whether theirTriangular figure be from the (hooting of any 
Salts in the Gall, orfromany other Caufes, t is hard redeter- 
mine. But I do fuppofe 'twill be found that theyufually 
affeft this figure j as in fome others I have by me, taken out of 
the Gall- Bladder of a Woman at Oxon fome years ago, do 
more plainly appear, which are alfo light, do fee! foapy, 
confift of Lamina, are of a whitifli colour, not ill fcented 
as the former , and of a triangular figure. 

Our enquiry thus far had informed us of the Caufe of the 
Patients Death, as well as of his former illnefs, and frequent 
difpofition to the Jaundice. But profecuting our fearch we 
were more furprifed, toobferve the unufual ftruflure and con- 
junction of both Kidneys, the Parenchyma of the one being 
continued over the Spine unto the other, fo that they both 
made but one continued femilunary Body. This although 
rare, yet hath been fometimes obfervtd by former Authors. 
Schenckius mentioneth fcomCafper.Wolphius ihuRondeleti/ts for- 
merly obferved but one Kidney in an Humane Body, quifcrmo, 
hunari erat, ambo nimirum fimul conjunct. Cafpar Eauhinus 
in his Theatr. Amtom„ hath given a figure of fuch a Kidney. 
But that wh'ichBartholin defcribes 'mHiji,Jttatcm.Cent.z.Hift. 
77.comes much nearer our fub;ect,aIthough in fevera! particu- 
lars different, as will appear by his Cut there, or as tis ad- 
ded by Blajius in his Appendix to Beliinm, deftmBura & ufu 
Rexum 

The Kidneys here were large , that part that conjoyneth 
them and lay over the Spine, was foroething Ieffer then the true 
Kidney 's,and in its outward Tunicle or Membrane had three 
featns, although that Parenchyma inwardly Teemed not to ob 
fcrve fuch a djvifnn, but was the fame with the fubftarce of 
the Kidney's. The Emulgent veffels were very numerous ; 
for befides two larger veins that were fubdivided into fevera! 

Ieffer ramifications, there were divers other that were fingle, 
even to their infertion into the Vena Cava* The middle Part 

likewife by which both Kidneys were conjoyned wasplen- 
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tifully provided with Blood veflels, for ir received from the 
jiortA two Arteries, which before their infertion, were each 
fubdivided into three branches ; and it feht out two veins, 
which being joyned afterward into one, entered the Vena. 
Cava. Befides at the Seam at the lower part .of the lef 
Kidney, it had a Vein and Artery, which afterwards inferte 
themfelves into the Mac branches of the jiort a and Cava, f 
that Nature though erring from her wonted Rule in formin u 
this parr, yet was provident in furnifliing it with Veflels. 
But to the whole Compages of the Kidney's, there be- 
longed only two Ureters,but the great dilatation of the Pelvis 
in each was remarkable ; for that of the left Kidney when 
blown up, was larger then it is reprefcmed in the figure,and had 
atriple origination; The right hadbuta fingleoneand was 
left. 

Whether this Conformation and ftru&ureof the Kidney's 
and its Veflels were of much inc mvenience to the Patient, 
J fhall not define; but am apt tothink,thatit might occafion as 
well the great dictation of the VenA Cava, as alfo of the Pelvis: 
for the middle part con joy ning both the Kidneys lying over 
the VenA Cava, by its weight preflingthereon,wouid hinder the 
free return of the Blood, which yet would make room for its 
felf, by enlarging its own Channel, which was fo capacious as 
to contain three or four of my fingers. So likewife the Ure- 
ters running over that part that conjayns the Kidneys like 
firings over the Bridge of a Viol, in fome Pofition of the Body 
they might have their paflage fo ftreightned, that the Urin be- 
ing impeded and regurgitating, might fwell and ftrctch the 
Membrane of the Pelvis to thisgreamefs.

fAvingin the former Obfervation given fome remarks of 
J the unufua! Structure of the Kidneys, the fcmulgent 
Veins ar.d Pelvis ; J fhall here add what occurred to me .May 
23d. 1679. upon the opening the Body of an Infant, relating 
to thofe parts,particu'arly of the Ureters j which here I found 
double to both Kidnejs, their Origination fr< in the Kidneys 
beingat fomedii'iance from each other ; but afterwards boih 
of the fame fide were inclofedina Capfula or Membrane even 
to the Bladder, where thofe of the right fide were inferted fe- 
veraily, yet near each other, but on the left they feemed to 
enter at the fame Orifice* I have given a Gut of the right 
Kidney and of both the GUnduU Renales, as well to fliew 
their ;ufl magnitude and figure (as they appeared in this Body) 
as alfo their proportion to each other. As far as I havehiiherto 
obferved, the GUnduU lienales in Embryo's ancf Infants 
are greater, at leaft proportionably,then in Adult is They 
have a large Cavity, which by blowing into them I found 
emptied themfelves into two Veins; whereof the right im- 
mediately pafied into the Vena Cava, the left into the Emul- 
gent : befides thefe they had other lefisrones fremtheneigh- 
bourirgVeflels.
